Hho alio is a prostitute in a 
bit in sleazy-side Hongkong. 

Such a performance could 
only come from sound train- 
ing, and after the compliment- 
1 asked.

"I have been training ever 
once my earliest teens," sire 
did, a alight tone of irrita- 
H -i in her voice.

"I was bom in Trinidad.

ris just 173 years ago, on January 
26, 1788. since Governor Arthur 
Phillip landed at Sydney Cove to es- 
tablish a selllrment. 

He chtsc this spot because it had the 
best spring of fresh water, and because, 
as he wrote in his first dispatch, "ships 
can anchor so close to the shore thai at 
a very small expense qua\-; may be made 
at which the largest ship may unload." 

I'vcn with his foresight, Governor 
Phillip eouki not have envisaged the 
splendid 42,000-ton luxury liner 
Oriaiia, pride of the P. & O.-Orient 
Line, on it? maiden voyage this month, 
lying beside the new passenger terminal, 
as shown in this magnificent aciial pic- 
ture. 

Because the Oriana can steam side- 
ways, she can be edged into berth with- 
out the aid of tugs. 

Oriana was the first ship' to use the 
terminal, recently completed at a cost 
of Jtl.7 r )0.0OU, 

First settlers clung to the shores of 
Sydney Cove, but now the city sprawls 
in all directions, encompassing an area 
of B70 square miles, with a population 
of nearly two million people. 

At left foreground of the photo- 
graph, the Opera House can be seen 
in process of construction on Bcnnelong 
Point. 

New buildings nf steel iind glass stir- 
round Circular Quay, dwarfing the ferry 
wharves behind which runs the over- 
head Cahill F.xpressway for traffic to 
the Harbor Bridge.

CLIPPER WORK 

This is a form of cake decoratiun which is becoming in- 
cre-o-ingly popular hevai^e it is easy to do and can be 
applied to a freshly covered take Instead of having to wait 
until the surface dries. The designs formed, whether simply 
dnnr nr elaborate variations added, give an cflectivr decora- 
live finish to sides or tops of rakea.

This icing n used for piped decoration! on takes. Careful 
making of this mixture rs of utmost importance, and 
too nukflh stress cannot be placed on the method of mixing.

One q^e,- white, 6 to 8or. pure icing sugar- 
Beat e^R-whitc slightly and work in about 1 tablespoon of 
iciuit iaiui at a lime, mixing well between additions 
until rmuHteney is desired Add acetic acid and glucose if 
nere-ssary. It is the mixing which makci a good royal icing. 
M» the more time spent ns-cr this the better. 

Soft Peak: Adtl iring sugar and beat until icing will form 
a soft lin. peak, made by drawing- the spoon up out of the 
mixture. Used for scroll, latticing, and line work- 
Stiff Peak: Add more iring sugar until the peak standi stiff 
and straight. Pipe*! petals of flowers need this icing. 

Pure icing sugar only can be used. So that it ia soft and 
free of lumps it sftoufd be purchased in small quantities at 
stores which specialise in icing equipment and have fresh 
stocks only on hand.
